CHERRIES HIT 
THE BUFFERS 


CHERRIES slumped to their first 
defeat in four as an impressive 
Wigan side ran out 3-0 winners 
at the DW Stadium this after¬ 
noon. 

Uwe Rosler’s side dominated 
the first half and Cherries were 
fortunate to go into the break 
only 1-0 behind, Marc-Antoine 
Fortune’s strike after five minutes 
handing the hosts a deserved 
lead, writes NEIL MELDRUM. 

But despite settling into the 
clash after a torrid opening 25 
minutes, Elliott Ward’s own goal 
just before the hour and substi¬ 
tute Jordi Gomez’s long-range 
effort in stoppage time at the end 
of the clash saw Eddie Howe’s 
men return to Dorset empty- 
handed. 

Howe made one change from 
the side that drew 1-1 against 
Brighton on New Year’s Day, with 
Marc Pugh dropping to the bench 
and Ryan Fraser starting on the 
left of midfield. Steve Cook 
returned to the bench following a 
spell on the sidelines with a ham¬ 
string injury. 

Nick Powell fashioned the first 
chance of the game for the home 
side after four minutes when he 
shook off Simon Francis and bent 
a right-foot shot towards goal, 
but Cherries keeper Lee Camp 
saved. 

And a minute later the Latics 
were in front when Fortune turned 
and blasted an unstoppable drive 
past Camp following good work 
down the left between Powell and 
Chris McCann. 

As Rosler’s men began to dom¬ 
inate, James McArthur skewed a 
right-foot shot from distance hor¬ 
ribly wide, before Camp made 
himself big to superbly deny 
Callum McManaman. 

Powell arguably should have 
made it 2-0 after 13 minutes but 
somehow managed to turn 
Fortune’s cross from the left over 
the crossbar when well-placed 
inside the six-yard box. 

Camp then saved well as the 
impressive Powell unleashed a 
dipping drive from around 25 
yards. Cherries were barely able 
to venture into Latics territory 
such was the home side’s domi¬ 
nance. 

Matt Ritchie cut inside from the 
left on 25 minutes having been 
played in by Harry Arter, but his 
shot from the edge of the box 
was well saved by Ali Al Habsi. At 
the other end, Camp pouched a 
long-range effort from McArthur. 

Lewis Grabban beat the offside 
trap to pick up Charlie Daniels’s 
long ball ten minutes before half¬ 


time, but the Cherries striker let 
the ball run too far in front of him 
and Al Habsi collected. 

Camp saved well from Ben 
Watson’s 25-yard free kick on 36 
minutes after Ritchie had felled 
Powell, while McAthur fired 
straight at the Cherries keeper 
having run from deep inside his 
own half. 

In first-half stoppage time, 
Grabban turned Francis’s cross 
wide of the target. 

The home side’s appeals for a 
penalty after Eunan O’Kane had 
appeared to handle in the box 
were waved away by referee 
Geoff Eltringham shortly after the 
restart, before McArthur blazed 
wide from 20 yards. Half-time sub 
Ty Browning headed wide from 
Watson’s corner. 

Grabban’s shot flashed across 
goal at the other end after good 
work from Arter and Ritchie, but, 
like the opening period, Cherries 
were still struggling to put togeth¬ 
er a meaningful spell of posses¬ 
sion. 

And the hosts made them pay 
when Fortune’s shot from inside 
the box after 57 minutes was 
turned past Camp by Ward. 

McCann should have put the 
game well out of reach on ten 
minutes later but his weak shot 
from inside the six-yard box fol¬ 
lowing a pin-point cross from 
Jean Beausejour was snaffled by 
Camp. 

Ritchie, having a quiet game by 
his standards, saw his shot 18 
minutes from time deflected out 
for a corner, while Camp was 
equal to McArthur’s drive two 
minutes later. 

Substitute Tokelo Rantie should 
have given Howe’s men a glim¬ 
mer of hope on 76 minutes but, 
despite having space just inside 
the box, the South African fired 
wide after Daniels and substitute 
Pugh had linked well down the 
left. Pugh then shot straight at Al 
Habsi moments later. 

Al Habsi was then on hand to 
deny Rantie eight minutes from 
time, smothering the Cherries 
man as he looked to pull the trig¬ 
ger having been played in by 
Pugh. Ward scooped a shot over 
the bar moments later after Brett 
Pitman’s neat header had set up 
the centre-half.

SAINTS played their part in last 
weekend’s FA Cup third round 
ties attracting the highest aver¬ 
age attendance since the early 
1980s. 

Some 548,907 fans watched a total of 
29 ties over the weekend, with three 
more left to play because of postpone¬ 
ments, giving an average of 18,297 - 
the highest for that stage of the com¬ 
petition since 1979/80. 

In fairness, though, Saints didn’t 
play a particularly large part with a 
15,077 crowd which was the club’s 
third lowest gate in the competition 
since the move to St Mary’s in 2001. 

That was around half their Premier 
League average of just over 30,000 
this season. 

No other top flight club suffered a 
drop of around 50 per cent on their 
league average last weekend. 

It hasn’t always been this way at St 
Mary’s. 

Back in 2007/08, Saints - then in the 
Championship - attracted a crowd of 
over 25,000 for a fourth round tie 
against a Bury side fourth bottom of 
the whole Football League. 

And in 2004/05, Saints were strug¬ 
gling in the Premier League but still 
drew a crowd of over 24,000 for a tie 
against two divisions lower 
Brentford. 

Even in 2009/10, when Saints were 
a third division club, they drew 
almost 18,000 to St Mary’s for a tie 
against non league opposition, Luton 
Town. 

With those crowds in mind, Saints’ 
attendance last weekend was disa- 
pointing. 

Manchester United, unsurprising¬ 
ly, attracted the largest crowd of the 
third round. 

Swansea’s first ever win at Old 
Trafford, thanks to a late goal from 
Wilfried Bony, was watched by 73,190 
-just 2,000 down on the club’s league 
average. 

Arsenal were also close to a capaci¬ 
ty crowd, but that was no shock at all 
as they were home to neighbours 
Tottenham. 

The Gunners’ 2-0 win was watched 
by 59,476 supporters. 

Elsewhere, a superb crowd of 44,103 
were at Anfield where Liverpool beat 
Oldham. 

That was only 500 down on the 
club’s average, a superb effort given 
the fact the visitors were a third divi¬ 
sion club. 

Saints ‘lost’ around 15,000 fans from 
their average crowd, but there were 
some mitigating circumstances. 

The weather was truly appalling, 
the opposition was lower division, 
and adult tickets were £20 - £22 if 
bought on the day of the game. 

Saints could do nothing about the 


weather or 
' the draw, 
and their 
hands 
might have 
been tied in 
terms of how 
much they 
could charge 
for tickets. 

It is easy to say 
Saints should 
_ have slashed the 
-admission 


_ _ prices in a bid 

to get even 
more fans into the stadium. 

If they had halved the prices they 
did actually charge across the board, 
would they have brought in the same 
amount of money by doubling their 
gate? 


It is 
doubt¬ 
ful. 

And any¬ 
way, it is not 
up to Saints 
and Saints 
only. They 
have to agree 
the ticket prices 
with their opponents. 

West Bromwich Albion also 

suffered around a 50 per cent _ 

drop in their average home 
league crowd for the FA Cup 
visit of Crystal Palace. 

The Baggies could muster just 
12,700, compared to a league average 
of over 24,000. 

Newcastle, averaging over 50,000 in 
the top flight, attracted a crowd of 
just over 31,000 for their loss to 


Cardiff.

March 2011, Saints attracted a crowd 
of 18,623 for a midweek third divi¬ 
sion match against Yeovil. 

I wouldn’t be surprised if the 
crowd for the FA Cup tie is lower. 

Predicting football attendances is 
not an exact science, however. 

Yeovil will bring more fans than 
Burnley did - possibly around 3,000 - 
and, in contrast to last Saturday, it 
might be a lovely sunny day. 

But clubs need to do more to fill all 
those extra seats, rather than just 
hoping for a favourable draw or 
some sun? 

Is it possible to do that, or is it not 
even worth bothering? 

The FA Cup, of course, has under¬ 
gone some major changes from the 
competition many generations of 
fans aged over 40 grew up with. 

Remember the famous Arsenal v 


Sheffield Wednesday tie in the bit¬ 
terly cold winter of 1978/79 wh^ 
spanned five third round ties? 

And Wednesday were a 
third division club at the 
time! 

The following 
season, 

1979/80, 

Arsenal 
needed 
four 
games 
to beat 
Liverpool 
in the semi finals. 

Saints were not exempt from 
marathon cup rounds either. 

In 1977/78, two years after winning 
at Wembley, they needed a second 
replay at Leicester’s Filbert Street in 
order to beat two divisions lower 


trek to a neutral venue hundreds of 
miles away? 

It might be seen as strange, though, 
that the only two rounds which aren’t 
decided by a replay any more are the 
semi-finals and final. 

Surely it would make sense for all 
rounds to be decided on the day, with 
extra time and penalties? 

It’s been claimed that would help 
raise the number of upsets, with the 
common consensus being that a lower 
division team will only get one real 
chance to beat a higher division one. 

The last FA Cup last four replay was 
the famous 1999 tie between 
Manchester United and Arsenal at 
Villa Park, settled by sub Ryan Giggs’ 
stunning solo goal. 

At the time United were down to ten 
men after skipper Roy Keane had been 
sent off. 

The last FA Cup final to be decided 
by a replay was in 1993, when Arsenal 
beat Sheffield Wednesday 2-1. 

Two years earlier, in 1991, Wembley 
had staged its first ever FA Cup semi¬ 
final. 

It was a classic as well, Paul 
Gascoigne firing a stunning free kick 
to help Tottenham beat north London 
rivals Arsenal 3-1. 

At the time it was viewed as a one-off, 
but Wembley was again used for a 
semi-final in 1993 when the two 
Sheffield clubs were paired together. 

Now, since the start of the 2007/08 
season, both semi-finals are played at 
the national stadium. 

Does that dilute the final experience 
somewhat? 

I guess the only people that can ade¬ 
quately answer that are the ones that 
have seen their team in both semi and 
final, but I would suggest it partly 
does. 

It’s not as if there are no stadiums 
capable of holding big games. 

Both Old Trafford and Highbury 
were once regular venues for Cup 
semi-finals. 

The former is now a far bigger stadi¬ 
um in terms of capacity, while 
Arsenal’s Emirates ground holds more 
fans than Highbury did in the 70s and 
80s. 

Of course, the FA and Premier 
League did not cover them¬ 
selves in glory in 2011 
when the FA Cup final 
took place on the 
same day as 
league 


marathons 
at the start of the 1991/92 
season, ruling that all ties had to be 
settled by penalties at the end of a 
replay. 

That was one rule change which 
made sense. 

After all, what was the point in 
Saints and Grimsby fans having to 


scenario of 

Manchester City lifting the FA Cup on 
the same day that cross-city rivals 
United clinched the Premier League. 

So much for the FA Cup winners 
enjoying a day in the sunshine all by 
themselves. 

Thankfully, that situation has not 
been repeated since, though the 
5.15pm kick off for the finallooks here 
to stay.

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MANY wonder why a stable minded man 
such as Ole Gunnar Solskjaer’s would want 
to indulge in Vincent Tan’s mad-house at 
Cardiff at a time when the Norwegian was 
enjoying a success-laden and peaceful life 
off the coast of Molde in his homeland. 

The 40-year old former Manchester United great, 
who is still revered at Old Trafford like a cult fig¬ 
ure, is certainly not a man who will take up the hot 
seat in the Welsh capital for no reason. 

Here we are talking about a man who worked his 
socks off under Sir Alex Ferguson for 10 years and 
was one of the leading actors in Manchester 
United’s golden generation of the late nineties. 

Even after retiring from football, Solskjaer nur¬ 
tured his coaching and managerial skills under the 
great Scotsman, who considers the Norwegian one 
of his most loyal students. 

Having won three titles, two league champi¬ 
onships and a cup in three seasons with Molde in 
his very first big managerial breakthrough, Ole 
Gunnar Solskjaer, pictured, has taken his time to 
plot his next step forward. 

The former Norwegian international even tasted 
victory in his very first game in the Cardiff dug 
out last Saturday against Newcastle.

comes to analysing opposition strengths and weak¬ 
nesses. 

A story goes round the Old Trafford folklore that 
the Norwegian, while sitting on the bench as a sub¬ 
stitute, would analyse the entire game, looking for 
the opposition defenders’ weak points before enter¬ 
ing the field and winning the match for United 
with a deadly finish. 

The ‘Baby-faced assassin’ is now back in the 
Premier League as a manager to test his mettle not 
just against Premier League opponents but also 
against a comical owner, who is more inclined to 
change club colours rather than buy useful play¬ 
ers, to guide Cardiff to safety. 

If anyone can stop this highly successful 
Malaysian businessman from ruining a very good 
football club it could be Solskjaer. 

Already, in his first few days with the club, he 
has looked completely in control of the situation 
and doesn’t seem to be allowing any influence from 
the Cardiff City boardroom to filter through. 

Certainly, a Ferguson-esque start by the former 
Molde boss. 

It is a bit surprising to note that when he had the 
opportunity to manage a more coveted club like 
Aston Villa in 2012, Solskjaer turned it down for 
the simple reason he did not want to unsettle his 
family from his Molde home. 

It is in fact now a case of waiting for the right 
moment to step into the ruthless world of Premier 
League management and, for being the wonderful 
reader of the game that Ole is, it is entirely expect¬ 
ed that one of Premier League’s most lethal finish¬ 
ers wanted to have enough pedigree before manag¬ 
ing a Premier League club. 

Managing Cardiff City is his first shot at his most 
prime ambition, claiming the Old Trafford hot seat 
currently occupied by David Moyes. 

For man as credible and astute as Solskjaer, 
being ambitious could be his most potent weapon. 

Cardiff City, it seems, could be his gateway 
towards an assault on the most coveted job in 
world football. 

The man himself has made no qualms about his 
ultimate aim. 

David Moyes was Sir Alex’s handpicked succes¬ 
sor. 

The former Everton boss was rewarded with a six 
year contract and will be given ample time to fol¬ 
low in the footsteps of his predecessor. 

What is apparent is that whoever is in charge of 
Manchester United needs a personality as strong 
and potent as Ferguson and, with 235 appearances 
for a club spanning a decade, Solskjaer certainly 
fits the bill. 

Given his ruthlessness in being a great advert of 
the game just as he was during his playing days at 
Old Trafford, it’s not hard to imagine United wel¬ 
coming their first Norwegian manager in the years 
to come. 
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THE New Year is only in its infancy, but already the 
pressure has been ramped up on David Moyes following 
what has been a dismal run of form, the worst for United 
in over a decade. 

While three consecutive losses would hardly represent 
a crisis elsewhere, at Old Trafford where success has 
become entrenched, it has been painted as exactly that. 

What is perhaps most surprising about these defeats is 
that neither of the three teams have needed to play espe¬ 
cially well to see off their more illustrious opponents. 

The truth is, United aren’t that difficult to beat at pre¬ 
sent. 

Their performance against Sunderland was about as 
lifeless a showing as you’re likely to see from a 
Manchester United team. 

There was no fight, no attacking verve and no fabled 
comeback as they meekly surrendered to a team that 
currently occupies the foot of the table. It remains to be 
seen how long this embarrassment will be allowed to 
continue. 

It is, of course, early days still for David Moyes, who 
was brought in to bring stability to the club as they 
moved into uncertainty for the first time in 27 
years. 

He is just a matter of months into a six-year 
deal, which indicates that he will be given time. 

It is what he does with that time and that back¬ 
ing that will define his legacy. For as it stands, he 
will be remembered as the man that brought the 
most successful club in the history of the English 
game to it’s knees. 

Perhaps this is a bit harsh and sympathy 
must be shown for the quality of the 
squad he inherited. 

This sympathy is tapered by 
his inability to select and buy 
the right players during the 
summer transfer window. 

With sufficient time to jj J 
assess his squad, his asser- 
tion that Marouane * — ^ 

Fellaini was the missing 
link in a midfield that 
so clearly lacked cre¬ 
ativity, showed a 




naivety that is unforgivable. 

He will be given a chance to redeem himself this 
month, but January is a notoriously difficult time to get 
players of the quality expected at Old Trafford. Those 
acquisitions will become even tougher in the summer 
should they fail to qualify for the Champions League, a 
prerequisite for the world’s finest players. 

This may be a defining time 
for Moyes as he looks to stamp his authority on his 
squad. One that will pass him by if he approaches with 
the mindset of a former Everton manager operating on a 
budget. 

Despite his failings off the field, it is the shortcomings 
of his team on the pitch that must be of most concern for 
the fans that sing his name vociferously from the stands. 

Tactically he has shown an unwillingness to adapt 
from the blueprint that brought him moderate success at 
Everton. 

Manchester United’s reliance on crosses, where they 
have delivered a league high number, has turned them 
into a one-dimensional outfit. 

The problem with this approach is it’s a bit hit- 
and-hope, and without the right personnel, it 
becomes even more of a sweepstake. That 
Ashley Young, Antonio Valencia and Nani 
have had the most unsuccessful crosses in the 
league this season comes as no surprise. 

The loss of Rooney, left, and Van Persie 
hasn’t helped, but even upon their return 
what sort of service can they expect. Moyes 
has taken to criticising referees in a bid to dis¬ 
tract from the shortcomings of his team at pre¬ 
sent, a move not uncommon to his predeces¬ 
sor. It only serves to highlight a lack of 
answers for some very pertinent 
questions. 

Many have pointed out Sir Alex 
Ferguson’s early record at 
Manchester United, and how 
Moyes compares favourably, 
but what they fail to mention is 
that Ferguson was not follow¬ 
ing one of the most success- 
k ful era’s the club has ever

WHO’D be a referee these days? 

You can’t win, can you? Your 
performance is examined in minute 
detail on television whilst the game 
is played at breakneck speed. 

You have just one chance to get 
the decision right, so you’d be 
hard-pushed to not feel some 
sympathy for a match official. 

With that in mind, are Saints 
being unreasonable in their pursuit 
of Mark Clattenburg?

Meanwhile, much has 
been made of the pos¬ 
sibility of Rickie 
Lambert leaving Saints 
for West Ham. 

The press has been 
awash with rumours 
that the Saints legend 
could well be on his 
way to Upton Park if 
he wants to keep his 
dreams of playing for 
England alive. It’s hard to think of a 
more abhorrent rumour than the 
man who has for the last four years 
been our talisman, our favourite 
son, leaving us for a team man¬ 
aged by Sam Allardyce. 

Let’s be honest here, the only 
reason Andy Carroll ever got men¬ 
tioned for an England call up was 
that he was previously playing for 
Liverpool.

When you’re manager of West 
Ham, a club that, like Saints, has a 
proud history of playing football the 
way it should be, hoofball isn’t real¬ 
ly an option. 

West Ham are playing some hor¬ 
rific stuff and it shows in their 
results. 

So what does Allardyce have to 
do with Saints? Why mention him? 

Well, with the current furores 
involving Lambert and manager 
Mauricio Pochettino, it’s only fair 
that we stop for a moment and 

take stock of our sea¬ 
son. 

As a group of fans, 
Saints fans don’t do 
that enough. 

Our form has, of late, 
slipped a bit, if only in 
terms of points on the 
board. 

Much is being made 
of the January transfer 
window and who 
comes in and who 
goes. 

In our journey to the 
Premier League, much 
was made of the clubs 
we battled with for 
promotion and how 
they were doing it right 
and we weren’t.

THE Sydenhams Wessex League is 
getting behind a nationwide appeal 
to persuade people to get involved 
with their local football club. 

As with leagues all over the coun¬ 
try, many Wessex clubs are suffer¬ 
ing from an chronic lack of helpers 
- and players - as highlighted by 
Hayling United’s recent withdrawal 
of their reserve team from the 
Wyvern Combination ranks (see 
story on facing page). 

Even Blackfield & Langley, the 
reigning Sydenhams Premier cham¬ 
pions, are getting increasingly short 
of bodies behind the scenes with 
chairman Owen Lightfoot, pictured 
below, admitting recently: “We’re all 
looking over our shoulders and say¬ 
ing where are people coming from 
to look after our clubs. 

“We’ve got a reasonable commit¬ 
tee at Blackfield, but we’re still 
short of manpower and the majority 
of our committee are in their 60s.” 

And down the road at Hythe & 
Dibden, chairman Dave Cox has 
often lamented the fact that players 
these days seldom stick with clubs 
once their playing days are drawing 
to a close, many preferring to move 
into the veter¬ 
ans’ game. 

Bearing all that 
in mind, the 
SWL committee 
have forwarded 
The Pink the fol¬ 
lowing appeal in 
the hope of get¬ 
ting more bodies 
on board. 

“There is a 
club near you - 
and not neces¬ 
sarily a 
Premiership 
club. 

“More likely it is a local club play¬ 
ing in a county or local League on a 
Saturday that is run by volunteers 
and with players who, on the whole, 
play for enjoyment and not reward. 

“Such has been the case for years 
but football at this level all over the 
country is struggling for lack of 
people, both on and off the field, for 
a variety of reasons. 

“Quite simply most clubs are run 
by a committee that has a chair¬ 
man, secretary and treasurer plus 
other members, but some are 
struggling to fill these places and 
are, in some cases, almost a one- 
man band. 

“YOU could fill the gap. An inter¬ 
est in football is all that is required 
plus the wish to be part of an 
enjoyable environment, to be a 
member of a “team” off the field, 
and to put a few hours a week to 
an enjoyable cause. 

“For those with some local foot¬ 
ball knowledge grass roots football 
is in effect from the Wessex League 
down through the Hampshire 
Premier League and the 
Southampton, Bournemouth and 
Portsmouth local Football 
Associations as well as local junior 
leagues. 

“All will be pleased to help, 
encourage and most of all welcome 
you to local football in whatever 
role you see fit. Give it a thought 
and find out what you could be 
missing.”

Hayling are 
forced to 
ditch their 
reserves 

HAYLING United are the latest club 
to withdraw their reserves from the 
Wyvern Combination League. 

The Humbugs are enduring what 
chairman Ian Gollop calls “an 
extremely difficult season” following 
enforced relegation from the 
Sydenhams Premier Division last 
summer because their ground was 
not up to scratch. 

Not only did Hayling lose their 
management team, but 95 per cent 
of their playing staff went too and 
they are currently fighting for their 
lives at the foot of Wessex One. 

Writing on the club website, 

Gollop explained: “After great con¬ 
sideration by myself and the board, 
we regretfully inform you that we will 
be withdrawing our team from the 
Wyvern Combination League with 
immediate effect. 

“Our club has found it extremely 
difficult this season to meet what 
we believe to be the requirements 
to maintain two senior sides. 

“We tried our best to rebuild as 
quickly as possible, but have found 
that both the level and loyalty of 
players we have signed has been far 
from what we, as a small club, 
expect and have struggled to field 
enough players across both teams. 

“The risk of even more fines for 
not fulfilling fixtures or not fielding a 
full-strength team would be crip¬ 
pling to us. 

“Our gate revenue is poor, so we 
feel that we need to focus on our 
first team and our youth section and 
hopefully rebuild at a slower rate to 
hopefully enable us to eventually 
have a reserve team in the future. 

“We need to act now to save our 
club and this is one of the only ways 
we can do it. 

“We are aware that we will more 
than likely be fined for withdrawing, 
but would hope that you will see 
that we are only doing this to allow 
our club’s existence to continue. 
That is something we find difficult to 
comprehend ourselves, but it is a 
necessary action we have to take.”

ELATED Eastleigh are through to the 
quarter-finis of the FA Trophy for the 
first time in their history. 

They left it late, but finally saw off ten-man 
Dover 3-2 at the Silverlake Stadium thanks to 
a late, late winner from Jamie Collins. 

The result is the perfect boost for Richard 
Hill’s men ahead of Tuesday night’s crucial 
Conference South fixture when Dover are 
again the visitors. 

The Spitfires were without suspened duo 
Glen Southam and Stuart Fleetwood, but 
named a new signing on their bench - former 
Aldershot striker Reece Connolly from 
Conference South rivals Farnborough. 

In Southam’s absence, centre-back Dean 
Beckwith donned the captain’s armband 
while Sam Wilson - back from loan at Fleet 
Town - was named among the subs 

Eastleigh looked full of beans after a fort¬ 
night’s break and took the lead with less than 
two minutes gone. Yemi Odubade scampered 
into the area, slightly to the right of goal, and 
unleashed a shot, which deflected off team¬ 
mate Jail Reason and flew past wrong-footed 
goalkeeper Mitch Walker at his near post. 

The home side had already done the Dover 
defence with a deep Reason cross from the 
left, headed into the six-yard box by Craig 
McAllister, but there was no one on hand to 
capitalise. 

Dover’s first foray forward took 11 minutes, 
as Tom Murphy tested Eastleigh keeper Ross 
Flitney with a firm low delivery from the left. 

On 18 minutes Michael Green’s cross was 
deflected out for a corner. Reason swung it 
out to Green on the edge of the area, but the 
left-back pulled his shot well wide. 

Eastleigh though, failed to build on that 
early pressure and were punished as Dover 
hit back with a soft equaliser just after the 
half-hour.

The new signing wasted no time in making 
an impression, laying the ball sweetly into 
the path of McAllister, whose deftly curled 
shot went just side of the post. 

Eastleigh kept playing their slick passing 
game and, though Walker comfortably dealt 
with half chances from McAllister and 
Connolly, home persistence paid off with ten 
minutes to go. 

A quality passing move involving Reason, 
Strevens and Connolly ended with substi¬ 
tute Batt sending a slide rule pass into the 
path of Strevens on the right of the area and 
the classy No. 8 duly lashed home the 
equaliser.

Testwood Park Limited ready to negotiate with 
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ED Holmes agrees with that 
well-known BT slogan “It’s 
good to talk.” 

But he despairs of the fact that 
AFC Totton chairman Andy 
Straker isn’t willing to listen. 

Holmes, managing director of 
Testwood Park Limited (TPL), is 
keen to enter discussions with 
Straker about a proposed financial 
investment in AFC Totton aimed at 
clearing the Stags’ mountain of 
debt and putting the club on a 
sound business/commercial foot¬ 
ing. 

It follows two failed attempts by 
TPL to take control of the club last 
summer. 

First TPL offered to take on AFC 
Totton’s debt and buy the freehold 
title of the Stags’ Testwood Stadium 
home for £1. 

Then they pushed for 99-year 
commercial lease, but that too 
came to nothing as Totton opted to 
remain a members’ club and voted 
in a new interim executive commit¬ 
tee headed by Straker. 

£170,000 

That committee was sliced in half 
in August when Hayling Island 
businessman Nick Ferguson and 
Graham and Angela Speechley- 
Price wrote to club members 
informing them they had been 
“unexpectedly” removed. 

Straker, who has since taken on 
the chairmanship on a permanent 
basis, said the cull had to happen 
for the good of the club who have 
been working hard ever since to 
chip away at the debt. 

But with about £170,000 still out¬ 
standing, Totton have been explor¬ 
ing other avenues and are current¬ 
ly in preliminary partnership talks 
with Totton College which, if suc¬ 
cessful, could result in the college 
buying the Testwood Stadium and 
renting it back to the club. 

Holmes himself admits it makes 
common sense to pursue a partner¬ 
ship with Totton College, stating: 
It’s always been my aim to have a 
1 good academy coming out of 
^ Totton.” 

But he and TPL believe there 
would be many drawbacks to the 
club actually selling the ground to 
the college, pointing out that there 
would be “a capital gains tax liabili¬ 
ty to be paid to HMRC upon comple¬ 
tion of the sale.” 

They also question the sense of 
turning AFC Totton “from the 
crown jewel of a mortgage-free club 
with excellent facilities to becoming 
a tenant.” 

The sensible alternative, Holmes 
believes, is for Straker to agree to 
discuss TPL’s proposals, which are 
as follows: 

1 Two club representatives - one 
trustee and a club elected supporter 
- to liaise with the board of 
Testwood Park Limited. 

2 All the future debts of the 
Football Club will be the sole 
responsibility of AFC Totton

4 Testwood Park Limited will 
appoint a club football director 
who will be responsible for all 
player signings and agreeing 
of a club’s player personal 
terms. 

5 A full-time employed club 
commercial manager will be 
appointed to manage all the com¬ 
mercial aspects of the club together 
with a full-time employed events 
manager for all private functions 
held at the club. 

6 Monthly management accounts 
will be available to the appointed 
club representatives to ensure the 
club is completely compliant with 
FA rules and regulations and, more 


importantly, HMRC. 

7 All the club’s catering opera¬ 
tions and bar beverage opera¬ 
tions will be by strict CRB 
checks and appointed staff 
will be by Testwood Park 
Limited. 

8 All the club’s facilities 
will be managed com¬ 
pletely by Testwood Park 
Limited. 

9 AFC Totton Football 
Club, with the club’s appoint¬ 
ed trustees, will remain the proper¬ 
ty owner of the club and its facili¬ 
ties. 

10 All of the above is subject to 
granting Testwood Park Limited a 
legal agreement for a minimum 
period of 99 years. 

But having sent those proposals to 



AFC Totton, TPL are frustrated that 
the next stage of the process - i.e.

being blocked by Straker, who is 
deeply suspicious of their motives.

Straker, pictured left, confirmed 
this week that he had forwarded a 
copy of TPL’s email to The Football 
Association, pointing out that it had 
been sent from the email address of 
former club sponsor James (Jim) 
Fallon.

Speaking to the Southern Daily 
Echo, Straker said Fallon and 
Holmes’ interest in the club was 
bordering on “obsession”, adding:

“I - and, more importantly, our 
members - won’t see this club go to 
anyone who hasn’t got the best 
interests of AFC Totton at heart.”

He also reiterated that Fallon has 
nothing to do with TPL, stressing:

We’re prepared to sit down 
with AFC Totton and negotiate with 
Mr Straker. When he feels he wants 
to do that, then give me a call. 

Trust 

“All I wish is that we could talk, 
but I want trust from him. The last 
time I got shafted by what went on 
with the other people and that’s 
why I pulled out. We’d have been 
well on the way by now if that stuff 
with Nick Ferguson etc hadn’t hap¬ 
pened. 

“If he (Straker) wants to sit on the 
TPL board as a club rep I’d have no 
problem with that. 

“He should eat a bit of humble pie, 


come down off his pedestal and talk 
to me. 

“Between us we could work this 
thing out, but I can’t do it unless he 
agrees to talk. 

“All I want is a solution.” 

Holmes is also managing director 
of Miller Park Limited, the manage¬ 
ment company created to hold the 
long-term lease of Totton & Eling’s 
ground.

Football is back at the Portway 


FOOTBALL has finally 
come home to 
Andover’s Portway 
Stadium. 

In May 2011, when 
Andover FC had com¬ 
pleted their last 
Southern League and 
Hampshire 2004 fixtures 
for that season, few had 
any inkling that it would 
be the best part of three 
years before football 
was again staged at the 
24-year-old ground. 

At that time, despite its 
relative youth, the 


Portway was showing 
more than a little neglect 
with smashed fences, 
wobbly floodlight pylons 
and a pitch which had 
suffered all manner of 
harm in the previous 
years, but it was expect¬ 
ed that the Lions would 
continue, as usual, as 
they had done since the 
1880s. 

As has been well doc¬ 
umented, the now 
defunct club went the 
same way as the likes of 
Rushden & Diamonds, 


Witney Town, 
Walthamstow Avenue, 
Leytonstone, Edgware 
and many others, who 
were swallowed up by 
financial crisis, ground 
problems or just plain 
apathy. 

In the subsequent 
years the stadium was 
left to slowly be overtak¬ 
en by flora and fauna 
and at times resembled 
a set from a western 
movie. 

But two weeks ago the 
public were invited to 


see for themselves just 
what a transformation 
had taken place since a 
combination of parties 
got together to forge a 
plan to save the stadium 
and set up what has 
now become the new 
town club. 

Formed by the 
Portway’s new lease¬ 
holders, Andover and 
Sparsholt Colleges, 
Andover Town FC was 
born in the summer of 
2013 and now sits 
proudly aloft Sydenhams 


One. The ground will be 
used by the sister col¬ 
leges as an academy 
base and will shortly 
include classrooms on 
the site of the old club¬ 
house to be used on a 
full-time basis for age- 
groups 14-19. 

Outlining the future of 
the site, Andover 
College principal Tim 
Jackson said: “Many 
people have been instru¬ 
mental in putting togeth¬ 
er what we see here 
today and it is sure to 


benefit the town and the 
community in all sorts of 
ways. 

The whole project 
came about initially 
through the vision of 
assistant principal of 
Andover/Sparsholt 
College Stuart Barlow 
and Lawrence Blair, 
sports curriculum man¬ 
ager, who spotted the 
potential after seeing the 
finished article at 
Southampton Solent 
University’s side Team 
Solent.

“If all this rain is a sign of things 
to come, the common sense thing 
would be to have more money freed 
up by the FA to put in 4G (fourth 
generation) pitches or to at least 
provide the funding for it,” said 
Diaper. 

“If it’s not a case of pitches being 
too wet these days, they’re frost- 
bound or covered in snow and they 
take a lot of money to maintain. 

“The climate has massively 
changed in this country and, in 
these days when huge amounts of 
money are being bandied around in 
the Premier League, I think it’s time 
some of it was implemented to help 
the leagues lower down.” 

Not only is Diaper thinking about 
the practicalities of getting more 


games played on an artificial sur¬ 
face, he believes it would also assist 
in boosting the skill factor among 
young players. 

“The weather-hit pitches are not 
only forcing games to be postponed, 
they’re stopping kids from training 
and progressing,” he said. 

“We’re lagging behind on that side 
of things in this country and I 
believe the skill factor would 
improve tremendously if 3G and 4G 
pitches were introduced.” 

There are currently four FA- 
registered 3G pitches listed in 
Hampshire - at Charlton Sports & 
Leisure Centre, Andover (full size), 
Robert May’s School in Odiham 
(medium size), Petersfield School 
(full size) and at Southampton 


Solent University’s Test Park 
ground Southampton (full size). 

Ryman Premier promotion 
chasers Maidstone United are 
among the pioneering non-League 
clubs to have already installed a 3G 
(third generation) pitch but, as 
things stand, they would not be able 
to climb any higher up the pyramid 
with an artificial surface. 

They are currently lobbying the 
Football Association to allow syn¬ 
thetic grass pitches to be used at 
Conference South level and beyond. 

Rain permitting, Sholing will have 
reached the halfway point of their 
Wessex Premier fixtures at home to 
Bemerton Heath Harlequins today, 
meaning they have another 21 
games - plus cups - to squeeze in 


between now and the end of April. 

And if the new year weather con¬ 
tinues playing havoc, yet another 
fixture backlog is beckoning. 

“At this rate we’ll end up playing 
three and four games a week, which 
makes a mockery of it, but it’s been 
like that for the last six years,” 
shrugged Diaper. 

“If we managed to finish a season 
playing just Saturdays, it would be 
unique.

SECOND REPLAY A 


October 26 1960 
League Cup 1st rd 2nd replay 
Saints 5 Newport County 3 

Saints finally got the better of 
lower division Newport at the third 
time of asking in their first ever 
round of the League Cup. 

Having been held 2-2 at Somerton 
Park and then The Dell, Saints won 
the toss of a coin to have home 
advantage in the second replay. 

Ted Bates’ men found themselves 
3-1 down to the Welsh club before 
scoring three times in the last 16 
minutes to progress. 

Derek Reeves fired Saints level 
after the third tier visitors had 
gone ahead in the second minute 
against a Saints side in their first 
season back in the old Second 
Division. 

But Newport hit back to take a 3-1 
lead. 

Tommy Traynor reduced the 
arrears just after the hour mark 
before Terry Paine levelled on 74 
minutes. 

There were only three minutes 
left when Paine fired Saints ahead, 
and two minutes later George 
O’Brien completed the victory. 

Defeat was harsh on the 
Welshmen, who had taken the lead 
in all three matches and who twice 
led by two goals at The Dell - hav¬ 
ing been 2-0 up in the first replay 
before Reeves and O’Brien had 
forced a third game

November 12, 1960 
League Cup 3rd rd 
Liverpool 1 Saints 2 


Terry Paine scored twice as 
Saints inflicted the first ever 
League Cup defeat on Liverpool in 
the competition’s first season. 

The hosts were so unimpressed 
by the new tournament they didn’t 
enter it again until the 1967/68 cam¬ 
paign! 

Paine put Saints into a half-time 
lead at Anfield and, after his future 
World Cup winning colleague 
Roger Hunt had levelled, struck a 
62nd-minute winner. 


December 6, 1960 
League Cup 4th rd 
Saints 5 Leeds United 4 

Possibly THE most incredible cup 
tie played by Saints. 

Derek Reeves scored all five goals 
for the hosts, including a winner 25 
seconds from the end of normal 
time after Saints had let slip a 4-0 
lead. 

Ted Bates’s men had to play all 
but the first 20 minutes with 10 
men, due to an injury suffered by 
goalkeeper Ron Reynolds. 

Cliff Huxford, who had 
never played in goal 
before, replaced 

Reynolds in the days 
before substitutes 
were introduced. 

To add to Saints’ 
problems, striker 
George O’Brien 


spent most of the evening hobbling 
around the pitch. 

To add to the remarkable drama, 
The Dell floodlights failed not once 
but TWICE, casting the ground into 
virtual darkness for a combined 
period of 62 minutes. 

The tie eventually finished at 
around 10.20pm. 

The game, played on a Monday 
night, had only been going for 10 
minutes when the lights first went 
out with the score still 0-0. 

It was 28 minutes before play 


resumed, with the players having 
remained on the pitch for half that 
time kicking a ball around to stay 
warm. 

Eleven minutes after the tie had 
restarted, the floodlights failed 
again - this time the teams spend¬ 
ing 34 minutes off the pitch. 

Reeves had opened the scoring 
before the second lights failure 

Reynolds was stretchered off in 
virtual darkness after injuring 
himself diving at the feet of Leeds’ 
John McCole, the floodlights fail-

ing for the second time a few sec¬ 
onds later. 

X-rays later showed he had bro¬ 
ken a small bone in his back and 
had a badly bruised wrist. He was 
not kept overnight in hospital, 
though. 

On restarting the game for a sec¬ 
ond time. Reeves fired Saints - 
playing with ten men, remember - 
into a 4-0 lead against a Leeds team 
that were second tier rivals at the 
time. 

Reeves had completed his hat- 


trick before half-time, adding a 
fourth three minutes into the sec¬ 
ond period. 

Leeds started their comeback in 
the 53rd minute with a goal from 
Peyton and, after McCole had made 
it 3-2, Jack Charlton grabbed a 
third on 69 minutes. 

As Leeds piled forward, Charlton 
was fouled in the box and Cameron 
levelled the scores past Huxford 
with a penalty. 

That set the scene for Reeves to 
bag five goals in a game for the first 


and only time in his career, send¬ 
ing Saints into the last eight of 
what was the first ever League Cup 
competition. 

A night of drama that has rarely 
ever been equalled, let alone beat¬ 
en. 

‘Saints Amazing Cup-tie’ 
screamed a Southern Evening 
Echo front page headline the fol¬ 
lowing day, though the front page 
lead story was about the discovery 
of a car and body parts belonging to 
a north London couple who had 


disappeared from their Tottenham 
home four years earlier. 

Other front page stories included 
the search for four Dartmoor 
Prison inmates who had escaped 
onto snow-covered moors, and 64- 
year-old Harry Oakes - who played 
Dan Archer in the BBC serial The 
Archers - being told to rest by his 
doctors due to his hectic work-load. 

6 January 1990 
League Cup 4th round replay 
Saints 4 Swindon 2 (AET) 

Saints grabbed a Dell replay after 
claiming a 0-0 draw at a Swindon 
side who would end the season win¬ 
ning promotion to the top flight - 
only to have it taken away from 
them due for financial reasons. 

In the Dell replay, Saints’ first £1 
million signing Alan McLoughlin, 
then of Swindon, put the Wiltshire 
side ahead. 

Steve White then doubled the 
Robins’ advantage and Saints 
looked on their way out. 

But Neil Ruddock and Alan 
Shearer, on as subs for Jason Dodd 
and Kevin Moore, transformed the 
tie. 

After Barry Horne fired Saints 
back into contention with a ven¬ 
omous volley from a Matt Le 
Tissier corner, ex-Swindon striker 
Paul Rideout levelled six minutes 
from time. 

Le Tissier curled in a 20-yard free- 
kick to put Saints ahead in extra¬ 
time and Rod Wallace skipped past 
two defenders to clinch a quarter 
final tie at home to another second 
tier club, Oldham.

As well as that, the legend of Matt 
Le Tissier was born in this game as 
he scored his first ever goals for the 
club.

Ron Davies scored his first Saints 
hat-trick as Saints came from 0-2 
down against lower division oppo¬ 
nents at The Dell. 

Two goals adrift after just 14 min¬ 
utes, Saints were level after 20 
thanks to a brace from the 
Welshman. 

Davies completed the recovery by 
scoring a trademark header from a 
Terry Paine cross two minutes into 
the second half. 

Paine made it 4-2 from the penalty 
spot after Davies had been fouled 
by the visiting keeper, before 
Argyle set up a nervous finale. 

Prior to the tie, Davies had scored 
four goals in his last five top flight 
games.

Though Saints had won the first 
leg 2-0 at The Dell, they still trav¬ 
elled to Stamford Bridge second 
bottom of the old First Division to 
face eighth-placed Chelsea. 

But any hopes the Blues had of 
making their league position count 
were dashed after only six minutes. 

That was when Jason Cundy was 
sent off for a professional foul on 
Alan Shearer and Matt Le Tissier 
converted the resultant penalty.

for the following season, as finalists 
Arsenal were destined for a 
Champions League finish.

GOALKEEPERS are renowned 
for being a unique breed, 
imbued with personal pecu¬ 
liarities. 

Ross Flitney’s desire to be dressed 
all in white when he is stationed 
between the Eastleigh posts, there¬ 
fore, is nothing unusual among the 
men who answer this most unfor¬ 
giving football calling, writes 
PAUL McNAMARA. 

“I prefer it. I’ve always wanted a 
white goalie kit. I don’t know what 
it is, but the club this year have 
helped me out and got me one,” he 
said. 

“I think it’s just the bigger and 
brighter the colour, the more off 
putting it is when you see it in the 
corner of your eye if someone’s 
coming at you. 

“So yeah, I do enjoy wearing 
white.” 

The Everton and Wales goalkeep¬ 
ing great, Neville Southall, took to 
wearing black late in his career, 
owing to his belief that it lent him a 
more imposing presence in the face 
of opposing strikers. 

That Flitney, albeit inadvertent¬ 
ly, echoes in his fastidious 
approach a man who was once 
recognised as the planet’s premier 
shot-stopper should surprise 
nobody. 

The 29-year-old began his prepa¬ 
rations young for life as a keep¬ 
er - after some fatherly 
influence. 

“Believe it or 
not, it wasn’t 
actually my 
choice. It was 
my dad’s 
choice. 

“He seemed to tell everyone that 
the first time he kicked a ball at me 
I picked it up rather than kicked it 
back. From then on he put me in 
goal. 

“I started playing for a team on a 
Sunday at about six years old. 
After one game, I thoroughly 
enjoyed it and stayed with it.” 

Flitney is acutely aware of the 
pressure that comes with filling his 
chosen position and, more perti¬ 
nently, the likely outcome 
if he errs in his job. 

He is somewhat 
grateful, then, for 
his opportunity, at 
the outset of his 
career at Premier 
League Fulham, 
to learn from ju ,- , 
some of the 
finest expo- ~V 
nents of the 
goalkeeping 
art.

“It’s the same if you do something 
notable like save a penalty. You’ve 
done it now, you can’t live off it. 

“That’s it, it’s over. 

“He still has a massive effect on 
my career now.” 

The lot of the goalkeeper, their 
efforts often destined to be recalled 
for a rare costly slip rather than a 
string of reliable performances, is 
something that Flitney accepts 
with typical equanimity.

RICHARD Gillespie is not the only for¬ 
mer AFC Totton star battling injury at 
Poole Town. 

Ex-Testwood Stadium winger Jono 
Davies, pictured below, has missed 
seven of Poole’s 18 Southern Premier 
matches this season after being blight¬ 
ed by bouts of hamstring trouble. 

The injury to top scorer Gillespie - an 
inflammation of the tissue on the sole 
of the foot - saw the Dolphins enlist 
the help of AFC Bournemouth physio 
Steve Hard and Cherries’ anti-gravity 
treadmill. 

And with manager Tom Killick con¬ 
vinced that Davies’ long commutes to 
Tatnam from Wiltshire have been detri¬ 
mental, he is looking at alternative 
solutions to help the skilful midfielder. 

“Jon’s situation has become a bit of 
a concern as he has had his share of 
hamstring troubles this season and I 
think we are going to have to look at 
helping him in some other way,” said 
Killick. 

“He lives towards Bristol and spends 
a lot of time travelling to training and 
getting to matches. 

“He’s sat all that 
time and then plays 
or trains and I 
don’t think it’s a 
coincidence that 
he has picked up 
a lot of muscular 
injuries. 

“Maybe we have to 
consider a different sort 
of stretching regime or ways of alleviat¬ 
ing the amount he drives if we can. If 
necessary, we might have to be willing 
to let him train somewhere closer to 
home because there has to be a link 
there somewhere.” 

Davies’s on-off hamstring problems 
have opened the door for summer 
signing Ekow Elliott, who was part of 
Blackfield & Langley’s Sydenhams 
Premier championship-winning side 
last season. 

“To be fair to young Ekow, he came 
on early in the game against 
Weymouth as a replacement for Davo 
and did very well,” said Killick. 

Despite their injury woes, Poole are in 
good shape to press for promotion 
having won their last five league 
matches and conceded just two goals 
in eight unbeaten Southern Premier 
encounters. 

“There is a really good spirit in the 
camp,” said Killick. 

“At the start of the season, I wasn’t 
sure the players had that real belief 
that they could win promotion, but I 
feel they do now. Results have helped, 
but much of it comes from the realisa¬ 
tion that we have a very strong group. 

“The existing players have got to 
know the quality and mentality of the 
new players over a number of games 
and vice-versa.” 

Poole’s scheduled trip to 
Biggleswade on Tuesday was post¬ 
poned due to a waterlogged pitch, 
keeping Killick’s men sixth.

don’t tend to dwell on too much 
anyway. 

“It affects you too far into the 
future if you start thinking on 
Sunday night and Monday morning 
about a game that happened on 
Saturday. 

“You’re training again on 
Monday, and if you’ve still got 
something on your mind I don’t 
believe you’re going to work as well 
as you can.”

Having signed permanently at 
Eastleigh in February 2013, follow¬ 
ing 18 months with then League 
Two outfit Gillingham, the former 
Dover Athletic man has grown 
used to leading goalkeeping coach¬ 
ing at the club. 

It is a far cry from the days in 
south-west London, spent sur¬

Gateshead and Dover - both of which 
ended in Spitfires’ victory. 

The 21 year-old ex-Saint was beaten 
just once in his 180 minutes of action. 

So did Flitney, pictured below, see his 
tutoring methods bearing fruit? 

“I didn’t think of it like that. Jack’s done 
that himself,” he remarked. 

“He’s done the work. I’m only putting 
the sessions on, but after the games he 
said ‘thanks’. 

“There were a couple of things he was¬ 
n’t happy with that had happened and he 
specifically asked to work on them. 

“We’ve re-created situations since and 
talked about various things. 

“He’s happy that if he goes into that sit¬ 
uation again he’ll be able to deal with it a 
bit better, although I didn’t think he did 
much wrong. We won both games. 

“We’re going for promotion so it’s more 
about getting three points than having 11 
players playing unbelievably well.” 

A man with a real drive to break back 
into the Football League - “I think I’m 
still more than capable of playing at that 
level (League Two), if not higher” - Flitney 
still did not hesitate when offered the 
chance, after two previous one-month 
loan spells at the Silverlake, to sign for 
Eastleigh on a permanent basis. 

“You always want to try and play as 
high as you can but, having been a year 
out, if you’re not in that shop window you 
tend to get forgotten about,” he 
remarked. 

“First and foremost, I wanted to get 
back out playing and it’s one of the best 
decisions I’ve ever made.” 

There have been a few setbacks along 
Flitney’s course thus far. 

In particular, when as a 21-year-old 
Barnet player he was sent off two min¬ 
utes into a League Cup tie against 
Manchester United at Old Trafford. 

Even that incident, which United man¬ 
ager Sir Alex Ferguson described as 
“shattering a young boy’s dream”, did 
n’t overly perturb this most unflap¬ 
pable of characters. 

“That was difficult. I’m not 
going to lie. I received a lot of 
press before the game due to 
the link with Edwin Van Der 
Sar, although he didn’t end 
up playing anyway,” Flitney 
recalled. 

“It was quite upsetting at 
the time, but a few days later 
was done and dealt with. 

“I swore blind that I was in 
the box, but I probably 
was just outside (Flitney 
was red carded for han¬ 
dling outside his penalty 
area). 

“It was disappoint¬ 
ing. You never know, 
if I’d have gone on 
and had an amazing 
game, kept a clean 
sheet, my career 
might have gone 
in a different 
direction. 

“That wasn’t 

to be and the _ 

following 
day the card 
was reduced to a 
yellow, which helps 
a little bit. 

JF “It’s one of those 
things, though. It got me 
a lot of press and any press 
f is good press. 

‘“It was more disheartening 
that they had to substitute one of 
my mates (Louis Soares). 

“He didn’t get to touch the ball. 


Then they scored direct from the free- 
kick - but, you know, it happens.” 

Eight years after he hit the national 
headlines, Flitney confesses he is in 
some of the form of his life, and believes 
there is plenty of room for improvement 
yet. 

“I’ve enjoyed my entire time here. 
Towards the end of last season, and 
again this season, I think I’ve been play¬ 
ing some of my best football and I don’t 
feel like I’m in my prime yet. 

“A goalkeeper’s prime years are 
between 30 and 35, and I’ve got six 
months until I hit that. 

“I don’t know if I’ll make 40, but I’d cer¬ 
tainly like to play a few more years.” 

It was only a knee injury that halted the 
Hertfordshire man’s Football League 
renaissance with Gillingham, having won 
his way back to that level in 2011 after 
four years playing in the Conference. 

“It was a really good opportunity. Andy 
Hessenthaler took me after being my 
manager at Dover,” he explained. 

“It was nice knowing he had that faith 
in me. 

“It took me a couple of weeks in pre¬ 
season to get back up to speed. 

“The balls were moving a bit quicker 
and they are better players. 

“Once I felt settled in I was really com¬ 
fortable there. 

“It was a great first three or four months 
until I was injured. We tried a few options 
to keep me playing, but after three injec¬ 
tions that was enough really. It was time 
to pull myself out. 

“I couldn’t do what I wanted to do any¬ 
more. 

“Going there was brilliant 
and without the injury it 
might have been a differ¬ 
ent story.”

ATLETICO Madrid are the talk 
of Spanish soccer and 
beyond just now. 

Pressing Barcleona every inch 
of the way for the la Liga title 
and into the last 16 of the UEFA 
Champions League, things have 
seldom been better than under 
Diego Simeone at the famous 
Vicente Calderon Stadium, 
writes MIKE VIMPANY. 

One youngster lapping it all up 
is 14-year old Alejandro (Ale) 
Arguelles, the former Kings’ 
School, Winchester, pupil, who 
is now making his mark in the 
goalkeeping arena of Atletico 
Madrid’s junior academy. 

Alejandro, pictured right, 
boarded at Kings’ for two years 
before returning to his native 
Madrid in July. 

While he was at Kings’ he not 
only shone academically, but 
also looked a class act playing 
for the school’s Year 7 and Year 8 
soccer teams. 

Captain 

Since being spotted at a sum¬ 
mer camp, Ale has set his heart 
on becoming a professional foot¬ 
baller and has already estab¬ 
lished himself by being made 
captain of his Atletico Madrid 
academy side, which plays in the 
Spanish Division de Honour, the 
top competition for 14-year-olds 
and below. 

“Things couldn’t be much bet¬ 
ter just now,” he beamed. 

“Atletico Madrid are joint top 
of la Liga and play Barcelona 
here this weekend - and being 
made captain of my academy 
team is a great individual hon¬ 
our. 

“The league in which we play is 
very challenging - all the top 
sides from Madrid and beyond 
play in it - but we have done 
well, only losing once so far. 

“There are two groups of 14 
teams, with Getafe and our arch 
rivals Real Madrid in our compe¬ 
tition, so you can see how strong 
it is. 

“We are now fourth in the 
league, with the academy teams 
from Real Madrid and Rayo 
Majadahonda just above us. 



“We’ve played in three tourna¬ 
ments, winning two of them, so 
things are going OK. 

“Technically, like all Spanish 
football, the players are very 
good, with terrific ball skills.” 

Combining school and soccer 
hasn’t been a problem at all for 
the kid they nicknamed ‘Ale’ 
during his two years at Kings’. 

“My school is virtually next 
door to my parents’ house, so 
I’m out of one gate and into the 
next inside a minute,” he 
laughed. 

“School lasts nine hours each 
day and I normally finish 
lessons before 5 o’clock. I then 
do my homework and then train 
at the soccer academy for two 
hours three times a week, with 
games on Fridays and 
Saturdays. 

“I love my football and proba¬ 
bly play for 24 hours a week, 
either games or training.” 

Like at St Mary’s, where Saints 
have Toni Jimenez as goalkeep¬ 
ing coach, Ale is tutored by a 
Spaniard. 

“I get goalkeeper coaching 
from a guy also named Toni, who 


played for Rayo Vallecano, one 
of our Madrid neighbours,” 
Alejandro explained. 

“His training sessions are great 
fun, but at the same time hard 
and testing. He expects nothing 
less than 100 per cent effort; I 
believe training is just as impor¬ 
tant as matches themselves.” 

Ale believes the academy at 
Atletico Madrid is one of the best 
in Spain - the total professional¬ 
ism Diego Simeone has installed 
with the first team squad being 
replicated through the juniors. 

“Atletico Madrid is my club 
and, every time I pull on the 
goalkeeper’s jersey, I feel proud 
and honoured. 

“I live about 15 minutes from 
the training ground so there’s 
opportunities to go and watch 
the first team train and have pic¬ 
tures taken with them. 

“I take specific interest in the 
way the goalkeepers train, espe¬ 
cially Thibaut Courtois, who I 
believe is the best in the world 
just now. 

“You can pick up so many tips 
from guys like him.” 

Ale has just enjoyed a 
Christmas break away from the 
competitive world of Spanish 
junior soccer and has his eyes 
set on taking his seat for next 
weekend’s la Liga clash with 
Barcelona. 

Buzzing 

“We’ve made our best start in 
100 years and the visit of Barca 
here next weekend heralds the 
start of what could be an incred¬ 
ible season for the club. 

“We’ve drawn AC Milan in the 
Champions League and ought to 
win that, so the whole place is 
really buzzing,” he smiled. 

School resumed for Ale last 
Monday, but there’s no question 
where the youngster’s dreams 
lie. 

“Running out in front of a full 
house at Vicente Calderon 
Stadium, wearing an Atletico 
jumper is my dream. 

“I’ve got my foot on the ladder, 
so now it’s up to me - and I 
intend to give it 100 per cent to 
try and make my dreams come 
true,” he added.

ONE for the connoisseurs of coffee-table art 
and literature, this sumptuous work repre¬ 
sents a farewell to arms by the most famous 
footballer on the planet. 

Not for David Beckham another straight¬ 
forward autobiography, instead a pictorial 
reflection on a mega professional sporting 
career which ended in May 2013 at Paris 
Saint-Germain. 

The man dubbed Goldenballs had his crit¬ 
ics, notably those who pointed to an 
absence of pace and claimed, cruelly, he 
was seen in the best light when the game 
had stopped.

AS THE post-mortem into the 
disintegration of an England 
team, an England era even, 
begins after the Ashes white¬ 
wash, Alastair Cook should tell 
Andy Flower and Kevin 
Pietersen to work together - or 
BOTH leave the camp. 

Flower has denied making a ‘him 
or me’ ultimatum to the ECB after 
taking some time to confirm his 
commitment to the England set-up, 
but enough reports are out there to 
suggest that things are not good 
between he and Pietersen. 

The trouble is that they seem to 
embody totally opposite ways of 
being. 

Flower is studious, methodical, 
maybe even a little boring and goes 
about setting up an England team 
with no stone left unturned, plans in 
place and a very sensible way of 
doing things. 

Pietersen is the antithesis of that, 
the maverick genius of a batsman, 
whose very brilliance some of the 
time depends of his ability to express 
himself and make mistakes at other 
times. 

Flower has led the England team in 
his own style and, under the captain¬ 
cy of Andrew Strauss and Alastair 
Cook, they have played cricket in his 
mould. 

It has been safe cricket. 

Up until recently, it has been win¬ 
ning cricket which has made it easy 
for them to defend, but the problem 
with their style is that they have no 
further options. 

They have got guys who are very 
good at delivering their set plans. 
But if you get a team that have some¬ 
thing a bit different, can take them 
apart in some ways, they are left 
looking lost. 

We saw it time and again over the 
Ashes series. 

It is time for that to change and it 
has to be Cook that leads that. 

He needs to step up and seize con¬ 
trol - and that includes laying down 
the law to both Flower and 
Pietersen. 

Pietersen is one of the few players 
in the side, arguably the only player, 
that has that certain X-factor to do 
something different. 

He was the only player the Aussies

Australia were good and deserve 
credit for their performances, but 
don’t make the mistake of think¬ 
ing this is a great team. 

They cannot hold a candle to 
sides that contained the likes of 
Shane Warne, Glenn McGrath, 
Ricky Ponting and Adam 
Gilchrist. 

They might have been far too 
good for England, but they are 
not a golden generation. 

It is worth noting, among all 
the doom and gloom, that two 
England players did emerge from 
a torrid winter with their repu¬ 
tations enhanced. 

Stuart Broad was the pan¬ 
tomime villain and copped a 
whole load of stick, but always 
led the attack with only Mitchell 
Johnson and Ryan Harris taking 
more wickets in the series. 

He also averaged just shy of 20 
with the bat. 

Ben Stokes also showed exactly 
the kind of spirit England need 
from their young players in the 
future. 

To come into a struggling team 
and perform as he did took guts. 

He has booked himself a 
deserved long-term spot in the 
side.

ENGLAND HIGHS AND LOWS 



HIGHS 

DECEMBER 1999: Pietersen comes to 
England’s attention for the first time, playing 
against them for KwaZulu Natal. Facing future 
international teammates and Ashes-winners 
Michael Vaughan and Andrew Flintoff, a 19- 
year-old Pietersen bowls 55.5 overs of his 
then frontline off-spin. Among his four victims 
are England captains past, present and future 
Michael Atherton, Nasser Hussain and 
Vaughan. Pietersen also makes an unbeaten 
61 from number nine in the drawn four-day fix¬ 
ture in Durban. 

2004/05: After making his England one-day 
international debut in Zimbabwe, on the back 
of prolific form for Nottinghamshire, he 
announces himself with three centuries in a 4- 
1 defeat in his native country. 

SUMMER 2005: Pietersen is preferred to vet¬ 
eran Graham Thorpe in England’s squad for 
the first Test against Australia. He ends the 
season by making an Ashes-clinching maiden 
Test century at The Oval, sparking famous cel¬ 
ebrations - including an open-top bus tour of 
London the next day. 

AUGUST 2008: He takes over the captaincy of 
both Test and one-day international teams, 
after Vaughan’s resignation in the longer for¬ 
mat during a home series defeat against South 
Africa. Pietersen marks his first match as cap¬ 
tain, against his native country, with a century 
at The Oval. 

MAY 2010: He is player of the tournament as 
England win their first ever International 
Cricket Council silverware, under Paul 
Collingwood’s captaincy, in the World 
Twenty20 in the Caribbean. 

AUGUST 2013: He scores a century in the 
third Ashes Test match against Australia to 
become the highest run scorer for England 
across all forms of cricket combined. 
JANUARY 2014: Pietersen is England’s top 
run-scorer in the 5-0 Ashes whitewash defeat 
to Australia, scoring 294 runs at an average of 
29, and on the Test series’ conclusion he 
expressed his desire to continue playing and 
help regain the urn in 2015. 

LOWS 

2006/07: Pietersen averages more than 50 as 
England bid to retain the Ashes but is part of a 
winter of failure for the team, including a 5-0 
trouncing in Australia under Flintoff and then a 
controversial early exit from the World Cup in 
the Caribbean - which results, despite two 
centuries from him, in the end of Duncan 
Fletcher’s tenure as coach. 

JANUARY 2009: After a fraught tour of India, 
interrupted by terrorist attacks on Mumbai, 
reports emerge of a rift between Pietersen 
and coach Peter Moores. Both lose their 
jobs, Pietersen returning to the ranks for the 
tour of the West Indies as the Andrew 
Strauss-Andy Flower captain-coach axis 
takes hold. 

MAY 2012: Pietersen is again fined by ECB for 
a Twitter faux pas, this time his criticism of 
Sky commentator Nick Knight. Barely a week 
later comes the shock announcement that he 
is to retire, at the age of 31, from all limited- 
overs international cricket. 

AUGUST 2012: Pietersen refuses to give 
assurances that the final Test against South 
Africa at Lord’s will not be his last for England, 
but is then left out amid allegations he sent 
derogatory text messages about his interna¬ 
tional teammates to members of the tourists’ 
squad. Despite apologising, Pietersen is omit¬ 
ted from both the World Twenty20 and the 
NatWest International T20 Series against 
South Africa. 

MARCH 2013: Forced to leave the tour of 
New Zealand before the final Test with a knee 
injury, which rules him out for three months. 



MICHAEL Carberry’s Test future 
is looking “pretty bleak” after 
his Ashes experience - accord¬ 
ing to an England legend. 

The Hampshire left-hander was 
England’s second highest runscorer 
in what was his country’s worst ever 
Ashes series defeat in Australia. 

The 33-year-old, making his return 
to the Test arena after an absence of 
more than three and a half years, 
compiled 281 runs at 28.10 at the top 
of the order. 

The only tourist to score more was 
Carberry’s former Hampshire col¬ 
league Kevin Pietersen, who man¬ 
aged 294 at 29.40. 

Newcomer Ben Stokes, though, 
scored just two fewer runs than 
Carberry did in two fewer innings. 

And former England skipper Alec 
Stewart wouldn’t be surprised to see 
Carberry jettisoned from the Test 
arena for a second time. 

“Australia got the better of him - 
Mitchell Johnson especially on the 
angle,” explained Stewart, who was 
a Surrey teammate of Carberry 
when the latter made his first class 
debut in the early noughties. 

“When the ball comes at him from 
over the wicket from the left-hander, 
Carberry hasn’t quite worked out a 
way of defending the ball.” 

Cricket writer Simon Hughes also 
believes the end could be nigh for 
Carberry, who cannot change the 
habits of a lifetime at his age. 

“He looks comfortable at 
the crease, withstanding the 
pace and the pressure of 
opening, weaving away from 
the bumpers, unfurling 
occasional backfoot shots 
of authority,” Hughes said. 

“He reaches the apparent 
safety of the 20s and looks 
set for an innings of sub¬ 
stance. 

“Then the runs dry up. 

He moves into the 
entrenchment stage, dig¬ 
ging a hole from which he 
is reluctant to emerge. 

“Soon he can barely see out. 

“Against accurate, disciplined 
bowling he seems uncertain of the 
way out, so stands still. 

“It plays into the bowlers’ hands. 

“His problem is he is such a rigid 
player. He is taut with determina¬ 
tion and application. 

“This is admirable and ensures he 
is a hard batsman to dig out, but an 
easy one to contain. 

“He hits the ball only in certain 
areas: through mid-on, and behind 
square on both sides, usually with 
some force. 

“Once those scoring areas are cut 
off or denied, he is stuck. 

“What he needs is flexibility. With 
a slightly more relaxed body he 
would be able to use his arms and 
wrists to guide the ball into spaces, 
or persuade it into gaps for ones 
and twos, the staple diet of a long 
stayer. 

“Singles get the hard-working bats¬ 
man off strike for crucial rehabilita¬ 
tion at the non-striking end. 

“Carberry rarely finds that luxury. 
He expends vast amounts of mental 
energy reaching 30 ( 2 Y 2 hours in the 
fourth Test) rehearsing shots 
between balls, steeling himself for 
the battle. 

“So he becomes more susceptible 
to a lapse in concentration. 

“He is mentally exhausted. Hence 
the habitual dismissal between 30 
and 40. 


“Carberry is 33. He has been 
around the block a few times. He 
knows all this. But it is another 
thing changing your method. 

“He is destined, like Mark 
Ramprakash was, to be a richly tal¬ 
ented player who never quite deliv¬ 
ers the goods. 

“Older dogs rarely learn new 
tricks.” 

The same could be said of Nick 
Compton, the Somerset opener 


whose Test and first class averages 
are very similar to Carberry’s. 

Compton averages 31.93 from nine 
Tests, compared to Carberry’s 28.75 
from six Tests. 

Carberry’s first class average, 
from 268 innings, is 43.30, compared 
to Compton’s 43.94 from 213 visits to 
the crease. 

In that respect, Carberry and 
Compton might both find there is no 
way back for them. 


There are still other options, one 
with Test experience and one with¬ 
out. 

Yorkshire’s Joe Root has opened in 
Test cricket, though was used down 
the order in the recent Ashes sham¬ 
bles. 

Then there is Middlesex’s Sydney- 
born Sam Robson, who is now avail¬ 
able for England after representing 
Australia at Under-19 ODI level in 
2007.

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Robson was one of the leading 
scorers in the top flight of the 
County Championship last sum¬ 
mer, hitting 129 against Surrey 
and 215 not out against 
Warwickshire in just over a week 
in May. 

Hughes believes Root could be 
the solution if Carberry’s Test 
career is deemed over. 

“His batting may also be a little 
static at present,” Hughes said. 


“But first he is young. Second he is 
more relaxed. He does not visibly 
tire at the crease. 

“You cannot see the strains of 
survival etched in his face. 

“He will learn ways and means to 
increase the tempo and alleviate 
the slow suffocation that Australia 
are inflicting. 

“Just give him time.” 

Time that Carberry might find he 
no longer has.

Bailey 

under 

threat 


FORMER Hampshire batsman George 
Bailey could find himself in a similar 
position to his one-time Ageas Bowl col¬ 
league Michael Carberry. 

Though he finished as one of England’s 
top runscorers in the totally one-sided 
series, Carberry’s immediate Test future 
remains unclear. 

And the same applies to fellow thir¬ 
tysomething Bailey, who made his Test 
debut in the first game of the 5-0 white¬ 
wash and went on to play in every crush¬ 
ing victory. 

Bailey, below, finished his first ever 
Test series with 183 runs from eight 
innings at just 26.14 - and now could be 
dropped for the tour of South Africa next 
month. 

Given the runs his fellow top order col¬ 
leagues gouged themselves on against 
England, he will no doubt have been dis¬ 
appointed not to have joined in the fun. 

His only half-century, 53, came in the 
Second Test when he had a licence to hit 
out as Australia chased quick runs. 

Former Test batsman Tom Moody said 
the selectors had missed an opportunity 
to blood Bailey’s Tasmanian colleague 
Alex Doolan in Sydney and that Bailey 
had been exposed as a batsman short of 
Test class. 

“Missed opportunity for Bailey & 



Doolan,” he tweeted. 

“The later [sic] should be making his 
debut today! Bailey selection only failure 
this summer!” 

Bailey, who started the 2013 English 
season as Hampshire’s overseas player, 
is likely to travel to South Africa next 
month, but only in his role as t20 captain 
for three games against the Proteas. 

He then has another major engagement 
in March, when he is expected to lead his 
country in Bangladesh for the t20 World 
Cup. 

There is still some doubt about that 
tournament taking place, though, due to 
continuing political unrest in the host 
nation. 

Pakistan have still not decided whether 
to attend as a result. Doolan has never 
played Test cricket, but would have made 
his debut at Sydney had Shane Watson 
not recovered from a groin strain. 

He is currently averaging 37.92 in first 
class cricket, compared to Bailey’s 37.63. 

The 28-year-old has scored only 391 
runs at 39.10 for Tasmania this year, but 
the selectors consider his cool tempera¬ 
ment and upright technique make him a 
strong chance for Test success.

WINNING THE ASHES IN AUSTRALIA 

Flower’s thorough planning and attention to 
detail were seen as vital factors as England 
ended a 24-year wait to win the Ashes on 
Australian soil. That they did it with three 
innings victories in a 3-1 success made the 
celebrations even sweeter. 

TOP-RANKED TEST NATION 
England took over from India as the world’s 
top-ranked Test nation for the first time fol¬ 
lowing a 4-0 series whitewash on home soil 
in 2011. Under Flower England also 
ascended to the top of the rankings in the 
one-day and Twenty20 international for¬ 
mats. 

FIRST GLOBAL TROPHY 

Flower was at the helm as England finally 
ended one of their most embarrassing 
records. England had never won a major 
global tournament until they beat Australia in 
the 2010 World Twenty20 final by seven 
wickets in Barbados. 

ASHES HAT-TRICK 

A 3-0 home series win over Australia may 
have been more hard-fought than the score¬ 
line suggested, but it secured a hat-trick of 
Ashes series wins - a feat England had not 
managed since 1956. 

CONQUERING INDIA 
Alastair Cook’s first Test series as captain 
was one to remember as England recovered 
from losing the first Test to win the series 2- 
1. England had not won in India since 
1984/85 when they also bounced back to win 
2 - 1 . 

LOWS 

GIFTING THE ASHES BACK 

The lowest point of Flower’s tenure without 
question as a hapless and surprising dispirit¬ 
ed England were thumped in Australia, hand¬ 
ing back the Ashes before Christmas. 
Question marks over Flower’s future were 
raised for the first time as his team were dis¬ 
mantled. 

A SUMMER TO FORGET 

The summer of 2012 was one Flower will not 
remember fondly as England lost the number 
one Test ranking to South Africa following a 
2-0 home series defeat. The loss came amid 
Kevin Pietersen’s off-field dramas as he quit 
the limited overs formats, complained of 
unrest in the dressing room before being 
dropped following a texting controversy. The 
summer ended with captain Andrew Strauss 
retiring. 

RUMBLED IN JAMAICA 

After being handed interim charge of the 
England team following Peter Moores’ messy 
exit, Flower watched his new side crumble to 
be all out for 51 against West Indies at 
Sabina Park. Defeat in the match led to 1-0 
series defeat. 

WORLD CUP EXIT 

After a busy schedule - including their Ashes 
triumph in Australia - England suffered a 
meek quarter-final exit to co-hosts Sri Lanka 
at the World Cup. A tournament of mixed for¬ 
tunes saw England tie with India, after the 
eventual winners made 338, only to also lose 
to Ireland after a Kevin O’Brien hit the fastest 
World Cup ton. 

WHITEWASH IN THE DESERT 

England were beaten 3-0 by Pakistan in the 
United Arab Emirates as the tourists suc¬ 
cumbed to the mystery spin of Saeed 
Ajmal. Ajmal and fellow spinner Abdur 
Rehman combined for 43 wickets in the 
series. 
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Skipper 
refuses 
to back 
Pietersen 

CAPTAIN Alastair Cook has refused to be 
drawn on Kevin Pietersen’s England 
future, saying only that any major deci¬ 
sion-making would happen once he 
returns from Australia. 

Cook faced the media for the first time 
since reports emerged that team director 
Andy Flower was prepared to move for¬ 
ward without former Hampshire player 
Pietersen. 

While Cook’s appearance was ostensi¬ 
bly to preview the start of the one-day 
international series in Melbourne on 
Sunday, the fall-out from the 5-0 Ashes 
whitewash again took centre stage. 

Pietersen’s future is the lead act in that 
narrative, but Cook was unwilling to dis¬ 
close any information on what might be 
the next chapter in what is already loom¬ 
ing as a sorry saga. 

In addition to being questioned about 
Pietersen’s future, Cook was probed for 
closer information regarding the right¬ 
hander’s attitude in the dressing room to 
his own relationship with him. 

“It’s very hard for me to talk to you the 
media about this. It’s very 
hard,” the 29-year-old 
skipper said. 

“I can’t do that.

“I refuse to do that.” 

Asked if that could be 
construed as a failure to 
endorse Pietersen, he replied: “You can 
regard it as you want. As is the way with 
the media that happens.” 

Any decision over Pietersen’s future, or 
on the other England players who strug¬ 
gled Down Under, will not be made until 
Cook returns home after the conclusion 
of the five-match ODI series on January 
26. 

The skipper is then set to meet with 
Flower and the England and Wales 
Cricket Board (ECB) to begin their series 
review. 

Cook has already this week met with 
new ECB managing director Paul 
Downton, while he also spoke with Flower 
before he flew home from Sydney. 

While Cook is fully aware of the impor¬ 
tance of those pending discussions, he is 
determined to push them to the back of 
his mind for now as he plots a way to win 
the upcoming 50-over series against 
Australia. 

“What is important for me is the one- 
day series at this precise moment in 
time,” he said. 

“We know that when I get home from 
this one-day series a lot of important 
decisions on how we want to go forward 
with this Test team, the one-day team 
and my future - all that kind of stuff - is 
very important.” 

The relevance of the ODI series is 
accentuated by the fact that the same 
grounds will host the World Cup in just 
over a year’s time. 

“My total focus has to be on us winning 
games of cricket in this series,” he added. 

“We have a World Cup in 2015 in exact¬ 
ly the same conditions as we are going to 
experience here and that has to be given 
my full thought. 

“After this series then you go back on 
to how do we rebuild the Test side.”

TFiE broken bat that that has 
come to symbolise England’s 
Ashes debacle has been signed 
and donated to the Don Bradman 
Museum by Michael Carberry. 

Inscribed with “To the Don 
Bradman Museum, 5th Test 
@SCG,” and signed “Michael 
Carberry (England),” it will now 
reside in Bowral, New South 
Wales as a memento of 
England’s latest Ashes white¬ 
wash. 

But the question now is 
whether the broken willow, which 
snapped as Carberry played a 
forward defensive strokes against 
Ryan Harris, came during his final 
Test innings. 

Carberry is preparing for the 
limited-overs leg of England’s 
tour, which begins with the first of 
five one-day internationals this 
weekend. 



It was his 50-over perfor¬ 
mances at the end of last season 
against Australia, and particularly 
Mitchell Johnson, that won 
Carberry his place in England’s 
Ashes team. 

But his Test future has been the 
subject of much conjecture, 
despite finishing the series as 
England’s second highest run 
scorer with only 13 runs less than 
his former Hampshire teammate 
Kevin Pietersen. 

No doubt Carberry would have 
taken that before his first full 
series, especially as an opening 
batsman facing the best new-ball 
attack in the world in Johnson 
and Ryan Harris. 

Naturally, he would have 


hoped for a better return than an 
aggregate of 281 runs at 28.10, 
but that is not to be sniffed at, 
coming from one of England’s 
most inexperienced players dur¬ 
ing their most ignominious 
Ashes tour. 

When you consider that 
Carberry has scored more runs 
than fellow ever-presents Alastair 
Cook and Ian Bell, he has not 
done that badly. 

What stands against him is his 
failure to build on so many 
promising starts, which has 
always been one of his strengths 
for Hampshire. 

Carberry reached 30 six times 
in ten Ashes innings, but his 60 in 
the first innings of the second 
Test in Adelaide was his highest 
score. 

Add to those figures his one 
previous Test in Bangladesh and 


EOIN Morgan does not suspect 
flagging attitudes will hinder 
England when they start to 
ramp up their World Cup prepa¬ 
rations against Australia over 
the next month. 

The majority of England’s squad 
may still be reeling from their 5-0 
Ashes whitewash but Morgan - one 
of seven new names to join the tour¬ 
ing party for the five-match one-day 
international series, including 
Hampshire’s Danny Briggs - knows 
they can not afford to dwell on the 
mistakes of the longer format. 

That may be easier said than done 
- with barely a week passing 
between the 281-run fifth Test 
defeat in Sydney and this weekend’s 
ODI opener in Melbourne - 
although Morgan has not sensed 
any malaise in the squad. 

While the rigours of duty have at 
least physically told on Stuart 
Broad, who will be rested for the 
first two games of the series, 
Morgan believes everyone else is fit 
and ready to go toe to toe with 
Australia. 

That is just as well according to 
the left-hander, who knows the 
upcoming five games will provide 
an important building block ahead 
of next winter’s World Cup on these 
same grounds. 

“There’s about 400 days before the 
World Cup starts and it starts here 
in Melbourne,” he said. 

“It’s really exciting and the plat¬ 
form we build here during this 
series is really important. 

“It’s important that we do learn 
from any mistakes that we do make 
and build confidence down in this 
part of the world.” 

Asked if the players he has joined 
were showing any signs of being 
scarred by their Ashes defeat, he 
added: “Absolutely not. 

“The guys are good. We’ve had six 
or seven fresh faces come into the 
side who have brought a lot of ener¬ 
gy, including myself. 

“The guys are chomping at the bit 
to get involved. We’ve had a bit of 
time off and the young guys coming 
through are keen to score runs and 
take wickets. 

“A lot of guys are excited to get 
this series started.” 

An England and Wales Cricket 
Board (ECB) spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed that Broad’s absence was

only to allow him time to recover 
from his Ashes exertions and that 
he is due to be back for the third 
game in Sydney on January 19. 

The 27-year-old was England’s 
leading wicket-taker in the Ashes 
defeat and one of the few tourists to 
finish the series in some credit. 

With James Anderson having 
returned home for his scheduled 
break, and Graeme Swann retired, 


spinner Danny Briggs. 


Broad’s spell out means England 
will initially rely on an inexperi¬ 
enced bowling line-up. 

Tim Bresnan and Steven Finn are 
easily the most capped frontline 
seamers, although the latter’s 
career has stalled of late. 

Finn was the only England quick 
who did not play in the Ashes and 
spent large parts of Friday’s net 
session in consultation with

coaches Ashley Giles and David 
Saker, as well as skipper Alastair 
Cook. 

Any issues Finn might have will 
now likely have to be ironed out in 
combat with Australia, rather than 
in training, with no other quick in 
the squad boasting more than late 
call-up Chris Woakes’ 13 England 
ODI appearances. 

It is a situation Morgan believes 
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Carts’ Test career 


he has reached 30 eight times in 12 
innings, but converted just one of those 
starts into a half century. 

It is a familiar pattern that may indi¬ 
cate a mental block at the highest level 
or simply reflect a step up in standard, 
certainly against Australia. 

There was never any let-up from the 
merciless seam attack of Johnson, 
Harris and Peter Siddle. 

But Carberry handled Johnson better 
than anyone and no Australia bowler 
dismissed him more often than Shane 
Watson, who only took four wickets in 
the entire series - but accounted for the 
Hampshire man on no fewer than three 
occasions. 

This suggests a dip in concentration 
after seeing off the main threats. 
Certainly, Carberry does not come 
across attacks with such strength in 
depth in the second division of the LV 
County Championship, where he has 
played for Hampshire for the last two 


seasons now. 

When he reaches 30 for Hampshire 
he goes on to make a century as often 
as he is dismissed for less than 50. 

But an Ashes series is the greatest 
Test for any batsman. 

There is now pressure on England to 
replace 33 year-old Carberry with a 
more youthful partner for Alastair Cook. 

Middlesex’s Sam Robson and 
Warwickshire’s Varun Chopra may get 
their chance, while Joe Root could 
reclaim his position alongside the cap¬ 
tain. 

But Carberry will have every right to 
feel hard done by if he is made one of 
the scapegoats for the shambles of the 
last seven weeks. 

He is yet to play in a Test match on 
home soil but deserves the opportunity 
to start the English season by opening 
with Cook against Sri Lanka at The 
Oval, the ground where his career 
began, on May 22.

Finn can overcome, despite 
admitting he got little chance to 
see how he had been progressing 
in Friday’s training. 

“I haven’t seen very much of 
him. This has been our first 
training session as a squad,” he 
said. 

“I know Finny has been work¬ 
ing really hard in the Test team 
and hopefully he’ll make contri¬ 


butions along the way in the one- 
day series.” 

Kevin Pietersen, whose 
England future remains the cen¬ 
tre of much debate, has also been 
rested for the series to ensure the 
tourists will begin as underdogs. 

Morgan believes the absence of 
England’s more prominent 
names can work in their favour, 
though, as they look to blood 


their younger players ahead of 
the World Cup. 

That tactic paid dividends dur¬ 
ing last summer’s 2-1 ODI series 
defeat against Australia when 
most significantly Ben Stokes, 
and Boyd Rankin, proved their 
credentials for an Ashes call-up. 

Briggs has a chance to impress 
as he is the only slow left-armer 
in the ODI squad. 

The 22-year-old has only ever 
played one ODI, and that was 
almost two years ago - against 
Pakistan in Dubai in February 
2012. 

On that occasion Briggs took 2- 
39 off ten overs, before Pietersen 
slammed 130 to guide England to 
victory. 

Briggs has since played six t20 
internationals for England. 

Kent’s James Tredwell offers a 
more experienced spinning 
option in the current series 
against Australia, but he is 31 
and therefore Briggs is a better 
long-term bet. 

Morgan hopes another young 
gun can take the opportunity to 
press their claims for a World 
Cup place over the next few 
games, suggesting already that 
the selectors would have a diffi¬ 
cult task narrowing the squad 
down to 15 players. 

“With the hectic nature of the 
past 12 months with Test cricket, 
there have been a couple of one- 
day series where guys have been 
rested here and there and creat¬ 
ed these opportunities,” he said. 

“It’s fantastic for the squad that 
the guys coming in have been 
doing so well. It’s allowing us to 
build a great base, because we 
will be able to take 15 to a World 
Cup. 

“It’s going to be a tight squeeze 
picking 15 cricketers, because we 
could potentially take 20. 

“The last series that we played, 
we played against a very formi¬ 
dable Australian side and, as an 
inexperienced side, we certainly 
put up a good fight. 

“We were disappointed not to 
win that series. 

“Looking toward the 2015 
World Cup, there’s a long time 
and a lot of cricket to be played 
but certainly we have a good 
platform with the group of play¬ 
ers that we have.”

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England 
can win 
World Cup

CAPTAIN Michael Clarke believes 
England will be one of the major 
contenders to win next year’s 
World Cup in Australia and New 
Zealand. 

The former Hampshire batsman 
has spent the majority of the win¬ 
ter undermining Alastair Cook’s 
side during the 5-0 Ashes defeat, 
but he believes his opposite num¬ 
ber could yet enjoy far more hap¬ 
pier times in the Antipodes. 

Despite the chaos that has 
enveloped England, Clarke, pic¬ 
tured below, believes they have a 
50-over side to be feared ahead of 
their series opener in Melbourne 
on Sunday. 

The 32-year-old expects they will 
show that over the course of the 
next five games - at venues that 
will host the World Cup in just 
over a year - and has warned his 
side that their own credentials will 
be significantly tested. 

“England has got a 
very good one-day 
line-up,” he said. 

“They’ve got 
some really 
destructive bat¬ 
ters and plenty 
of pace and 
bounce with 
their bowling as 
well. 

“This is an important 
series because we will be playing 
in the same facilities that we will 
play the World Cup in, the same 
pitches, and against an opposition 
that is going to play a huge role. 

“I think England is going to be 
extremely tough to beat in the 
World Cup. 

“This is going to be great prepa¬ 
ration. We will have to be at our 
best.” 

Australia sit second in the 
International Cricket Council’s 
one-day rankings and just margin¬ 
ally above England. 

Both teams could finish the 
series as the world’s top-ranked 
50-over team - albeit they would 
need the right set of results in this 
series as well as in India’s concur¬ 
rent five ODIs in New Zealand. 

Clarke named his starting XI for 
Sunday’s match at the MCG a day 
early with James Pattinson and 
Shaun Marsh the players to miss 
out, while Mitchell Johnson is 
being rested after his Ashes exer¬ 
tions. 

That means David Warner will 
make a return to the ODI set-up 
for the first time since his contro¬ 
versial Champions Trophy last 
June. 

Warner aimed a punch at Joe 
Root in a Birmingham bar after 
Australia’s group-stage defeat - 
an incident which prompted him to 
lose his place in all formats before 
a return to form this winter. 

Clarke confirmed Warner would 
open the batting alongside Aaron 
Finch with Shane Watson - who 
hit a match-winning unbeaten 161 
when these sides last met at the 
MCG in 2011 - at three. 

“It’s just what we feel is the best 
XI for this first game,” Clarke said. 

“I think the wicket looks really 
good, we think it’s going to be a 
little bit two paced. We think this 
is the best team for this first 
match.”

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Klitschko is 
the kingpin 

LONG gone are the days when even 
the most hardened of the sport’s 
enthusiasts would be able to reel off 
the roll of honour of reigning boxing 
world champions. 

The ludicrous sprouting of so-called 
‘Super’ title belts and the increasing 
prevalence of interim title-holders 
means at the last count the sport had 
more than 80 world title claimants 
within the four major sanctioning bod¬ 
ies alone. 

As the sport gears up to start anoth¬ 
er new year, the Sports Pink attempts 
to separate the genuine champions 
from the pretenders by listing the 
generally accepted world number 
ones at each of the 17 weights. In the 
first instalment, we 
look from heavy¬ 
weight down to 
light-welterweight: 

HEAVYWEIGHT: Wladimir 
Klitschko: The retirement 
of his elder brother leaves 
Klitschko, pictured, current 
holder of the IBF and WBO 
belts, out on his own at the 
top of the heavyweight divis 
and with a fine chance of unifying 
all four titles, with the WBC and WBA titles currently 
vacant. It is hard to see a legitimate challenger to 
Klitschko’s dominance with the exception of talented 
Bulgarian Kubrat Pulev, who should be next in line for 
a shot. 

CRUISERWEIGHT: The Cuban-born, German-based 
Yoan Pablo Hernandez, who has held the IBF version 
of the title for two years, probably deserves his place 
at the top of a distinctly ordinary division. Fellow 
German Marco Huck has struggled through two recent 
WBO title defences since returning from heavyweight 
and looks a fading force. 

LIGHT-HEAVYWEIGHT: The extraordinary Bernard 
Hopkins continues to limp on as IBF champion but few 
would deny the real power lies in hard-hitting young 
pretenders Adonis Stevenson and Sergey Kovalev. 
WBC champion Stevenson deserves to be ranked at 
world number one at present but a showdown with 
WBO champion Kovalev would settle the matter once 
and for all. 

SUPER-MIDDLEWEIGHT: Unbeaten Andre Ward 
reigns supreme at the top of the 12-stone division with 
his only real challenge coming from Britain - once Carl 
Froch and George Groves manage to settle their little 
domestic matter. Ward, who has already beaten Froch, 
says he is considering a fight with Groves and it could 
happen if the Froch-Groves match is not signed soon. 
MIDDLEWEIGHT: Argentina’s WBC champion Sergio 
Martinez clings on to his number one slot on account 
of an unbeaten reign stretching back four years. But 
increasingly he is being pushed for the honour by 
unbeaten and hard-hitting Gennady Golovkin, the cur¬ 
rent holder of the WBA crown. 
LIGHT-MIDDLEWEIGHT: As if Floyd Mayweather real¬ 
ly needed to worry about weight divisions, he remains 
(nominally at least) the WBC and WBA ‘Super’ light- 
middleweight champion. Flitting between weights as 
he does - he also holds the WBC’s welterweight belt - 
it only serves to underline the insignificance of the 
sport’s sanctioning bodies. 

WELTERWEIGHT: Assuming we are to accept 
Mayweather as light-middleweight number one, then 
the welterweight honour must fall to Timothy Bradley, 
who retained his unbeaten record with a tight points 
win over Manny Pacquiao conqueror Juan Manuel 
Marquez. Marcos Maidana is another genuine con¬ 
tender after his shock win over Adrien Broner. 
LIGHT-WELTERWEIGHT: Danny Garcia, current hold¬ 
er of the WBC and WBA ‘Super’ titles, is the best of 
the light-welterweight bunch, in front of big-punching 
Argentinian Lucas Matthysse and Lamont Peterson, 
who has somehow managed to cling on to the IBF ver¬ 
sion of the title despite drug test issues.
